My  job  as  1  forsee  it  will 
not  be  to  determine 
policies,  but  to  co-ordinate 
the  activities  of  those  who 
wish  to  become  involved  in 
dealing  with  problems  raised 
by  the  open  forums. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  I 
have  no  opinion  of  my  own, 
but  I  feel  that  any  activity 
that     SAGE     takes     by 


necessity  must  have  student 
backing.  The  backbone  of 
my  policy  will  be  better 
communication,  which  is 
the  greatest  weapon  against 
apathy. 

It  is  obvious  that 
successful  organization  on 
campus  is  possible:  e.g.  the 
Italian  Club  and  the  lOinite 
Club  have  been  organized 
and  continue  to  flourish. 

Last  year's  platform 
was  based  on  four  major 
items:  a  year  book  for 
graduating  students,  course 
evaluations,  coffee  shop  and 
communications.  These  all 
fell  through. 

One  open  forum  will 
have  to  deal  with  the 
touchy  problem  of 
residence  accommodation  vs 
community  college.

THE  CONTEXT 

Two  years  of  covering 
S.A.G.E.  meetings  have 
made  me  aware  of  the 
problems  facing  student 
councils. 

Council  members  are 
volunteers.  The  time  that 
they  spend  working  for  the 
College  is  time  away  from 
their  academics  and  their 
personal  life. 

The  demands  of  time 
and  effort  to  do  a  really 
superlative  job  for  a  council 
are  great  enough  to  cause 
conflicts  between  time  for 
council  work  and  a 
members  other  interests. 

Therefore  a  member 
must  feel  a  vital  part  of  the 
whole.  If  not,  it  is  most 
likely  that  it  is  the  council 
that  is  going  to  lose  out  on 
the  individuals  full 
potential. 

In  my  opinion,  this  is 
what  happened  to  S.A.G.E. 
this  year.  The  same 
communication  problem 
that  plagued  the  College  as  a 
whole  was  apparent  in 
S.A.G.E.  as  well.  The 
members  were  often  spent 
in  instructing  council 
members  of  the  issue  and 
the  history  all  so  that  they 
could  make  a  snap  decision 
minutes  later.  The  weakness 
of  this  situation  manifests 
itself  in  the  number  of 
unanimous  decisions  that 
are  recorded  in  this  year's 
minutes. 

The  discussions  this 
year  were  in  the  main  not 
informed.  When  ignorance 
exists,  the  feeling  of 
uselessness  arises.  The 
cohesion  is  undermined  and 
out  the  window  goes  the 
students'  confidence  in  their 
Council. 


THE  PARADOX 

As  S.A.G.E.  matures 
and  grows  more  effective 
through  experience,  the 
College  gets  larger,  more 
unwieldy   and    more   static. 

So,  as  young  and 
experienced  as  S.A.G.E.  is, 
it  is  icaiiy  in  the  best 
position  to  make  a 
contribution  now.  The 
administration  has  again  and 
again  maintained  that  they 
are  receptive  to  new  ideas, 
provided  of  course  that  they 
are  well  thought  out  and 
valid. 


THE  SOLUTION  -A 
STRONG  EXECUTIVE 

An  executive  composed 
of  five  effective  and  devoted 
people  is  the  primary  need 
for  a  successful  S.A.G.E. 

First  of  all,  they  lend 
weight  to  the  position  of 
President  in  day-to-day 
decisions  and  also  they 
spread  the  work-load  which 
as  a  consequence  increases 
the  effectiveness  of  the 
between-meeting  SAGE 
business. 

A  strong  executive  can 
speed  up  the  meetings  by 
helping  to  inform  the 
members  of  the  issues 
before  the  meetings  and 
taking  a  leading  role  in  the 
meetings  to  pull  along  the 
Council.

The  Enndalian 
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EDITORIAL 


Last  week's  Erindalian 
opened  the  issue  of  an 
athletic  bubble  at  the 
College.  As  humourous  as 
the  name  is,  this  proposition 
must  be  given  serious 
consideration. 

Next  year,  the 
predicted  enrollment  is 
1200-1500  students  at 
Erindale.  At  present,  the 
athletic  facilities  that  we 
possess  are  the  Colman 
Garage,  affectionately  called 
the  Field  House,  the 
football  field  and  the  tennis 
courts.  The  Garage  offers  no 
facilities  for  large  team 
competitive  athletics.  At 
best,  table  tennis  and  judo 
are  the  most  strenuous 
physical  endeavours 
possible.  Yet  our  Athletic 
Department  boasts  a 
championship  basketball 
team  in  its  own  league  and  a 
highly  competitive  lacrosse 
squad.  Volleyball  also  offers 
some  potential  as  our  team 
went  as  far  as  the 
semi-finals.  But  who  saw 
them?  Should  we  continue 
bussing  teams  around  to  the 
local  high  schools  or 
downtown?  This  requires  a 
great  amount  of  time  and 
money,  and  if  it  takes  place 
during  the  day,  the  players 
either  forget  going  to  classes 
or  forget  playing  the  sports 
that  they  like.  It  is  not  a 
healthy  attitude  for  any 
college  of  the  U.  of  T. 

It  is  not  unrealistic  that 
Erindale  ask  for  some 
temporary   athletic  facility. 


Hart  House  is  out  of  date 
and  is  too  small  for  the 
population  on  the  St. 
George  Campus  let  alone 
the  increasing  numbers  of 
Scarborough  and  Erindale 
Colleges.  In  the  planning 
stages,  our  athletic  complex 
is  not  scheduled  to  be  ready 
until  the  fall  of  1971. 
Between  now  and  that  time, 
the  union  will  be 
negotiating  another 
contract.  The  possibility  of 
another  strike  would  set 
back  the  completion  date 
substantially.  In  the 
meantime  we  might  be 
losing  the  Garage  and  have 
it  replaced  by  a  revamped 
Physks  Shed.  To  expect  our 
student  population  to 
stagnate  on  buses  and  in 
high  schools  until  the  new 
permanent  gym  is  built 
would  be  asking  our  teams 
to  accept  a  permanent 
substandard  quality  of 
competition. 

Today  a  brief  is  being 
presented  to  the  ECC 
meeting  at  4:00  p.m.  by  the 
Bubble  Co-ordinating 
Committee.  This  committee 
is  dedicated  to  get  action  on 
the  Bubble  before  next 
winter.  We  need  the  Bubble. 
We  cannot  just  sit  and  wait. 
If  the  report  of  the 
Committee  is  accepted,  it 
will  need  the  support  of 
many  people  to  get  the 
Bubble  up.  Come  to  the 
meeting  and  watch  the 
action  happen!

Research  or  Students 


I  was  recently  shocked  to 
discover  that  a  very  large 
portion  of  the  new  buildings 
being  erected  on  our 
campus  are  to  be  used  for 
research  projects  initiated 
by  a  variety  of  faculties 
within  the  university.  I 
realize  that  research  is  an 
important  part  of  university 
activity,  but  is  this  where 
Erindale  is  going  to  place  its 
emphasis?  The 
undergraduate  in  this  case 
would  be  short-changed  at 
this  college  regarding  a 
general  education.  It  is  my 
hope  that  the  administra- 
tion would  re-examine  the 
situation  before  embarking 
on  this  scheme. 

The  new  buildings, 
which  we  have  been 
watching  anxiously  through 
their  various  stages  of 
construction,  have  been  the 
hope,  for  many  of  us,  that 
Erindale  would  assume  the 
role  as  a  full-fledged  college 
within  the  University  of 
Toronto  rather  than 
maintaining  the  image  it  has 
as  a  glorified  high  school. 
We  are  isolated  from 
downtown  and  the  main 
campus,  therefore,  we  lack  a 
great  many  of  the 
advantages  of  the  university. 


The  major  thing  lacking  is  a 
university  atmosphere.  We 
can  only  gain  this  by 
increasing  the  enrolment 
substantially  and  the 
building  of  a  student 
accommodation  on  campus. 
Erindale  is  a  young 
college  and  has  a  great  deal 
of  freedom.  As  a  result  of 
this,  therefore,  I  would  like 
to  suggest  a  different 
approach  to  student 
accommodation.  I  cannot 
see  why  a  private  apartment 
developer  could  not  be 
approached  to  build 
apartment  buildings  on  and 
around  the  campus  which 
could  be  used  as  residences. 
In  many  ways  it  would  be 
quite  economical  because  a 
central  kitchen  and  dining 
room  area  would  eliminate 
the  necessity  for  kitchen 
facilities  in  each  apartment. 
Each  apartment  could 
consist  of  two  or  three 
rooms.  This  would  allow  a 
living  area  for  occupants 
rather  than  the  cramped 
quarters  of  a  dormitory 
which  are  depressing  by 
their  very  nature.  The  rents 
could  also  be  reasonable  so 
that  it  may  actually  cost  a 
student  less  to  live  in  an 
apartment  than  in  residence.

Psych.  Students  Score 


Friday,  March  6,  1970 
saw  the  pilot  project  of  the 
faculty-student  union  come 
to  a  finale.  The  group  of 
psych,  profs,  and  class 
representatives  endorsed  the 
course  evaluations  insomuch 
as  they  would  be  utilized  to 
inform  future  students  of 
the  proposed  courses' 
content.  The  evaluations 
will  determine  who  is 
valuable  in  a  teaching  or 
research  position,  or  who  is 
not  at  all  compatible  for 
the  job.  Student  response 
also  determines  the  course's 
content.  All  courses  will  be 
evaluated  via  a 
questionnaire  handed  out 
by  class  representatives  in 
each  of  the  disciplines. 
Hopefully,  these  will  be 
completed  during  the  early 


weeks  in  April.  The 
Psychology  course  is  unique 
in  that  it  will  adopt,  with  a 
very  minumum  of  red  tape, 
the  indicated  student 
reactions. 

A  sub-committee  of  1st 
year  students  called  for  a 
laboratory  course,  that 
would  be  optional,  could  be 
taken  by  Psy.  100  students. 
Graduate  students,  made 
available  from  the  main 
campus,  would  supervise  the 
experiments.  (No  human 
guinea  pigs  required.) 

Dr.  Krames  and  Pat 
Shannon  suggested  that  the 
calendar  should  stress 
Psychology  as  a  Science  and 
not  an  arts  subject,  with 
appeal   to    both  disciplines.
